Volgens artikel 26 van die Kaapse 
Provinsiale Biblioteekdiens se regu- 
lasies word n komitee in hoofsaak 
in n adviserende hoedanigheid aange- 
stel. Die subskripsie biblioteek se 
komitee dien meestal in n beherende 
kapasiteit. Dit is veral hierdie 
skielike omwenteling wat verwarring 
en wrywing veroorsaak wanneer lede 
van n komitee onder die subskripsie- 
diens in die nuwe komitee vir n 
»vry" biblioteek aangestel word. 
Dit is net menslik dat as n komitee- 
lid vir 10 of 20 jaar gewoond was 
om ,baas" van n biblioteek te wees, 
dit besondere aanpassing verg om nou 
jou pligte slegs in n raadgewende 
hoedanigheid te aanvaar. Hierdie 
verskil in die aard van die komitee 
is basies en moet duidelik verstaan 
word anders veroorsaak dit heel wat 
probleme.

THE IMPORTANCE OF PICTURE BOOKS

Why should a child see, read and handle a well produced 
picture book? Would it not be just as well to buy the 
same story in a cheap edition, with no illustrations or 
poor one, seeing he will get the book dirty in any case, 


or even tear it? 


Sit back for a moment and think 
of the very first book you remember 
handling in your early childhood 
Can you still see it in your mind’s 
eye? I myself can see mine as vivid- 
ly to-day as if I had it in front of 
me at this moment. I see the pic- 
tures in their dainty colouring, the 
expression on the faces of the 
dwarfs, the grasshoppers, who were 
used as their horses, the fights, 
the gaity, and the peaceful ending 
of the story. If I could draw, I 
could reproduce these from memory 
quite easily. Let us suppose that 
the same story had been presented to 
me without illustrations, do you 
think I would remember it to-day? 
If it had been given to me with 
crude and poor illustrations, do you 
think the impression would have been 
a lasting one? [I doubt it very 
much! I think I would have for- 
gotten about it soon after looking 
at it Could perhaps, that very 
book have influenced me to make 
*books’ my career? 

Only the other day I had a young 
member of my staff type out the 
different editions we have in stock 
of the Italian classic, Pinocchio 
by Carolo Collodi. You know the 


story, where the little wooden pup- 
pet becomes a real boy but only 
after going through great trial and 
error. The story has imagination, 
humor and tragedy, it has a moral 
namely, to tell the truth, it shows 
up wrong actions, and it has any 
amount of adventure in it. I sup- 
pose you all know the story - if not, 
please do read it, so that you can 
tell it at your next story-hour to 
the children. 

To come back to the young staff 
member: she said she hated having to 
type all those Pinocchio’s. When I 
enquired why she did so, she thought 
for a moment and then said: " I 
think it is because the first time I 
handled this book, when I was very 
small, it had such ugly pictures" 
There you are; the poor illustra- 
tions she had seen in her early 
childhood had made her dislike this 
outstanding children’s book! 


FAMILIAR PICTURES 


Those of you, who have children of 
your own will know from experience 
that the little ones will go back to 
the same books over and over again 
They love seeing familiar pictures,

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they love hearing the same words 
read to them and woe to the mother, 
who tries to skip some of them, she 
will be corrected at once by her 
eager listener. He will learn the 
words by heart, turn over the pages 
at the right moment, and you will 
see him absorbed in ‘'reading’ his 
book day after day. If he owns a 
good edition with excellent illustra- 
tions, how deep will be the impres- 
Sion that the book has on him! He 
may become a booklover for life, 
whereas, if the production had been 
poor or even mediocre he might turn 
from reading and looking at books 
altogether 

We as grown-ups; parents, uncles 
and aunts, grannies and grandfathers 
may be tempted to buy a lurid book 
with gaudy coloured pictures, in a 
big format. It looks more impres- 
Sive when given to a child, than a 
smaller book, which may cost the 
same or even more, but, which might 
mean the difference between creating 
a love for books in the youngsters 
or the beginning of an interest in 
comics, which you will agree, is 
not to be encouraged 


FIRST IMPRESSIONS 


First impressions are lasting, 


February 1959 


therefore the first encounter 
with books in ones life is very 
important, and I cannot stress 
enough the fact that we need first- 
class books for our young children 

Many of the new picture books are 
first-class and you need only watch 
small children going straight to the 
place where these are kept in the 
libraries, and picking ‘their’ best 
beloved one to realise this. Small 
children develop a sure sense of 
beauty by being given and shown 
beautiful things, beautiful books 

The price, though possibly high, is 
really nothing in comparison with 
the result in appreciation and the 
development towards seeing and 
valuing well produced books. If the 
books get dirty and torn, sad as 
this may be, these are outward 
things which can be remedied by re- 
placements. Taste for beauty can 
only be fostered by seeing, hand- 
ling and admiring beautiful things, 
and beautiful books. These are 
values which cannot be measured in 
money, but which are worth striving 
for. The habit of reading is laid 
in early childhood, and books once 
appreciated for what they really 
represent, may become the life long 
friends of our small child, who 
first met them in fine picture books

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NEWS FROM THE REGIONS 


ALIWAL NORTH: 


The six months June - November, 
1958, was a very busy period in the 
Aliwal North Region, almost the 
whole year’s development having 
taken place during that time. This 
development consisted chiefly on the 
opening of seven European libraries, 
and the establishment of our first 
two Non-European depots 

In June we opened Rhodes Public 
Library, and Cala Coloured Library 
Depot; and then we reorganized and 
opened Indwe Public Library In 
July we started a new depot at 
Syndicate, about twenty miles from 
Noupoort In August Jamestown 
opened its new Public Library, un- 
fortunately not in a new building, 
but we hope this will come soon 
September saw the establishment of 
our second Non-European depot at 
Maclear; and another European depot, 
at Moshesh’s Ford. (We have some 
picturesque names up here!) We 
spent October reorganizing at Lady 
Grey and Ugie, and then we opened 
both these Public Libraries in Novem- 
ber. 

In the midst of it all, poor Her- 
bert, our travelling library, suffered 
a mishap, after serving us more or

less faithfully for fourteen months, 
and is no longer with us 

Lady Grey celebrated its centenary 
in 1958, and owing to the enthusiasm 
of the Mayor a suggestion that the 
building of a Centenary Library 
would be a fitting way to mark the 
occasion was accepted; we hope to 
see an outstanding contribution to 
library progress in Lady Grey before 
very long 

As far as 1959 is concerned, we 
have four public libraries at 
various points along the waiting 
list for reorganization, and one 
depot is to be opened at the first 
available opportunity. That leaves 
only three Municipalities still 
holding aloof from the Service, of 
which two are unfortunately amongst 
the largest towns in the region 
We are planning to encourage the 
establishment of more Non-European 
libraries, and we find the two 
existing depots a great help, for 
the keenness and pleasure they show 
is a standing invitation to all our 
coloured communities to take steps 
to join the Service
